The grievances 
of settlers on the railway belt wore tlien 



liirgain witli Canailian Government for 
con.'itruction of Island railway. He re- 
ceived a reply to his proposal tliat in no 
^ way committed goTcrnment, yet the ver- 
ibal assurance- given * -had im- 
pressed him witli the belief that an ar- 
rangement for the construction of Island 
railway would be made with him after the 
general election next summer. He tolc- 
graplted copy ofabillfor the incorporation 
of a company by tlio provincial legisla- 
ture to construct and operate a railway 
from Indian Iloservo, S'ictoria, ria Es- 
quimau, to Nanaimo, with power of ex- 
tension to Comox, Seymour Narrows and 
Alberui, and accept cash and land sub- 
sidies from provincial and Dmxiiiigii Gov- 
ernments, or either. I sincerely recom- 
mend the passing of the bill. The as- 
sociato-5 of Diiiismuir A' Digglo, Crocker 
and Stanford, are a guarantee that the 
Island railw.ay will bo btiilt if the Domin- 
ion (lovernment agree to the subsidies 
that they may a.sk. The Central and 
Southern Pacilic railwtiy can furnish a 
market for cotil that w ill annually inerease 
and :it the same time not iliminish the 
supply for tho Canadian Pacific by rail- 
w.ay ferry to Hurrard Inlet. 1 know no 
Combination that can do so much for 
the dovelopiiient of islam! interests and 
iiuUistries its the one proposed, nor do so 
much for the general inter(.a's of the I'i« 
vince. Jt is a matter of regret to me that 
no bargain was concluded with them. 
Tho * * Canadian Government in not 
concluding an arrangement with this Com- 
pany postpones for nidotinito period tho 
construction of the Island Ihiilway. In 
ail intetview with Sir. I. INltieilonald yes- 
terday, he denied that tiiere « as any ob- 
ligation to conatriiet it as part of the Ca- 
nadian Pacitie, but intinjatod that after 
prorogation the railway question would bo 
taken with a view to its Gnal settle- 
ment, ile repudiated Lord Ivimbeiley 's 
liasi.s of settlement, and intimated that 
ivh.'itei er sum i;f money might be [laid 
towards Construction ut Island Uaihvuy 
should be it final settlentent of all claims 
for compensation for delays and breaeli of 
agrceiiu'ut of all kiiiils in coinieetion 
with Cauaciian I'acitle Railway, lie would 
aeitlier naiiif a sum of money nin' any sum. 
This calls for patriotic action on the part 
of the Provincial (loveriiment-and Legia- 
l.attiro.

MoNTiiKAL, March 15, —For some time 
past an unpleasant and exciting contro- 
versy h.a.s been going on in Irish circles 
here over a charge against Mr. Francis B. 
iMcNamee, the well-known contractor, of 
having acted tho part of an informer tlur- 
iug the Fenian oxcitoniont, and obtaining 
the foundation of his ample fortune in the 
shape of rewards from the government for 
information regarding Fenian conspirat- 
ors. The matter was first mado public in 
this city by the publication in tho Pvat of 
an article taken from a Now York paper 
This led to two committees proceeding to 
New York to find out the author and as- 
certain, if possible, upon what grounds he 
basetl his charges. One committee was 
deputed at a puhlic meeting of Irish citi- 
zens and the ut her w.as sent at the instance 
of the publishers of tho Post. Tho first 
euiuuiittee made its report to a public 
meeting in St. Patrick's hall; but 
amounted to nothing further than giving 
the name of the author of tho article and 
the names of a certain number of Cana- 
dian gentlemen from whom ho alleged he 
obtained the information upon which he 
basetl his accusations. Tho meeting sep- 
erated without taking any action in the 
matter beyimd listening to a long vindi- 
cation of himself from the accused. It ap- 
pears from a long correqpondenco i)ub- 
lished ill the J'od, this evening that the 
vonerablo Father Dowd, the parish priest 
of St. Patrick's, iutcrveiiod , between the 
principal parties iiitho conflipt [after; tl;e 
meeting iind' in tlio*jiilcrest*o? 'peace aiid 
harmony endeavored to allay the spectre 
which was causing so much bitterness and 
angry feeling between members of his 
parish. His eftbrts have not been suc- 
cessful, as the P(«< comes out this evening 
with an extensive bill of uidictment of the 
most daranging character iignfnst Mr.- Me- 
Namee. The editor stiys: — "As the re- 
sult of our iiupiiries we charge F. B. Mc- 
Namec with being the first I i introduce 
j Fenianism into Canada, and with being 
I the principal in.st iiuaeiit m the organiza- 
I tioii if a brancli of tluit body in this city, 
j and that he endoiivorcd to graft it on to 
I St. Patrick's Society. Secondly, that 
having induced unsuspecting and misguiil- 
etl men to become members of Ihe organ- 
ization he betrayed his dupes to the gov- 
ernment so that he might bo enriched by 
their betrayal. Thirilly, that he was en- 
gaged during the .\mei ican war as a erirnp 
and bounty broker and employed .agents 
in the business. Fourthli', that he ofl'er- 
ed ;i certain person ><.~)00 to put d:\j'lighl 
riirnugli a prominent eitizen \vho had 
done iiiiii some real or .suppn.»ed injury.'' 
Tho article concludes by stating that tho 
charges are inado cidmly and deliberately, 
and it rests with Mv. McNaniee to give 
theauthorathe opprirtuiiity of substantiat- | 
ing them before a proper tribunal. The j 
publication in question has caused a very j 
decided sensation in the city.

Columbia,

report on Cotirtonay river, in Comox dis- 
trict; also to state which was the lowest 
tender for the clearing of said river.

An I un- 
derstand it the DominionCiovernmeutare 
iddiged to keep all navigable rivers open. 
A few j'ears ago this river was navigable 
for vessels drawing as much as twelve feet 
but from tho falling in of trees and the 
carelessness of lumbermen it has been al- 
lowed to become obstructed. A sum has 
been placed on the estimates year after 
year for the purpose of clearing it out, but 
it has not been expended. I believe the 
Dominion agent was sent by Ihe hon. the 
minister of public works to report on the 
matter; but I consider that he did not do 
bis duty, as if ho had advertised for ten- 
ders tho sum which was phiccd on the es- 
timates, and the contributions of tho set- 
tlers together, Wuuld have made tho river 
navigable. The matter is also of import- 
ance because the river is one which will 
contribute to the wealth of the Dominion 
by its salmon fisheries.
